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REPORT  FOR  1920. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  a  report  for  the 
year  1920,  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Some  of  the  information  required  was  supplied  in  my  last  re¬ 
port,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  it. 

Vital  Statistics. 

At  the  time  of  1911  census,  the  population  of  the  City  was 
53>448;  the  area  4,719  acres;  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
10,700,  and  the  average  number  of  occupants  per  house  4  95. 

The  population  for  1920  is  estimated  at  59,963. 

Table  I.  gives  a  summary  of  the  most  important  figures 
for  the  last  six  years,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  those  for  1920 
compare  very  favourably  with  those  for  the  preceding  years. 

Table  II.  is  an  analj'sis  of  the  ages  and  causes  of  death 
of  the  61 1  persons  included  in  the  nett  death  rate.  The  deaths 
from  preventable  diseases  and  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age  are  dealt  with  under  their  respective  headings. 

Table  III.  deals  with  deaths  in' public  institutions.  Non¬ 
residents  dying  in  institutions  in  the  City  are  excluded,  and 
residents  dying  away  from  Oxford  are  included  in  the  nett 
death  rate.  Of  the  69  residents  who  died  away  from  Oxford, 
57  died  in  institutions,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  Oxford 
Workhouse  was  not  re-opened  until  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
that  Headington  Workhouse  is  outside  the  district. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

No  changes  have  been  made  since  my  last  report.

No  cases  of  the  diseases  popularly  known  as  Infantile 
Paralysis  and  Sleeping  Sickness  were  reported.  There  was 
a  single  case  of  Spotted  Fever  (fatal)  and  three  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever,  two  of  which  were  of  the  Para  *  B  ’  variety, 
while  bacteriological  methods  failed  to  confirm  the  diagnosis 
in  the  third  case.  The  chief  trouble  was  Diphtheria,  1 1  of 
the  13 1  cases  proving  fatal.  The  average  number  of  cases 
reported  annually  from  1900  — 1919  is  57-4,  the  largest  num¬ 
ber  being  131  in  1900  and  the  smallest  10  in  1912.  The 
figures  during  the  last  three  years  shown  in  Table  B  closely 
resemble  those  of  the  outbreak  20  years  ago  when  30  cases 
reported  in  1890,  were  followed  by  91,  131,  122  and  76  respec¬ 
tively  in  the  four  succeeding  years.  The  district  chiefly 
affected  was  New  Hinksey,  an  area  which  has  escaped  for 
many  years,  and  just  at  the  end  of  the  year  Summertown 
began  to  give  trouble,  the  small  outbreak  in  December  having 
been  followed  by  a  larger  one  at  the  beginning  of  this  year. 
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What  determines  an  outbreak  is  unknown  ;  there  was  no 
reason  to  suspect  an  infected  milk  supply,  the  bulk  of  the 
patients  were  children,  and  where  children  congregate  to¬ 
gether  for  whatever  purpose,  there  the  disease  is  spread. 
Children  were  admitted  to  Hospital  who  had  been  to  school, 
church  and  the  ‘pictures’  with  the  disease  upon  them,  and 
the  wonder  is,  not  that  there  were  so  many  cases,  but  that 
there  were  so  few. 

Measles  ceased  to  be  a  notifiable  disease  at  the  end  of  1919. 

Anthrax  is  not  one  of  the  diseases  notifiable  to  the  local 
authority,  but  the  death  from  this  disease,  recorded  in  Table 
II.,  calls  for  special  note. 

Briefly  the  circumstances  were  as  follows  : — A  shaving 
brush  was  bought  away  from  Oxford  as  a  present,  and  the 
recipient  after  using  it  developed  anthrax  in  two  places  on 
his  face  and  died  in  a  few  da}rs.  The  death  was  investigated 
by  the  Coroner,  with  the  result  that  four  similar  brushes 
bought  at  the  same  place  were  given  to  me  before  being  used. 

Two  of  them  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  both  were  found  to  be  infected  with  anthrax.  The  im¬ 
portation  of  shaving  brushes  from  certain  places  was  stopped 
in  February,  1920,  but  as  there  may  be  a  certain  number  of 
infected  brushes  in  the  country,  the  following  directions 
issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  disinfecting  shaving 
brushes  will  be  of  general  interest : — 

{a)  Thoroughly  wash  with  soap  and  warm  water  contain¬ 
ing  a  little  soda  and  allow  to  stand  for  half-an-hour 
in  warm  water  containing  a  little  soda. 

(b)  Place  in  a  warm  solution  of  one  part  of  formalin  and 

16  parts  of  water  for  half-an-hour. 

(c)  Allow  to  dry. 


I  UBERCULOSIS. 

The  Headington  Hill  extension  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary 
is  still  a  thing  of  the  future.  Since  May  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  has  been  open  for  two  extra  sessions  a  week,  viz., 
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Mondays  at  n.o  a.m.  and  Tuesdays  at  6.0  p.m.,  in  addition  to 
the  usual  Fridays  at  11.0  a.m.  The  total  attendances  last 
year  numbered  2,417  (including  255  new  cases)  against  1,082 
in  1919. 

2,373  home  visits  were  paid,  and  96  specimens  of  Sputum 
examined  bacteriological^.  Full  advantage  has  been  taken 
of  the  two  beds  for  delicate  children  at  Hermitage,  two 
patients  being  sent  every  six  weeks  and  the  results  have 
been,  on  the  whole,  eminently  satisfactory. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  has  proved 
of  considerable  value.  Nine  new  patients  were  admitted,  one 
on  two  occasions,  during  the  year ;  there  was  one  patient  in 
Hospital  on  January  1st,  and  one  on  December  31st.  The 
total  days  spent  in  Hospital  were  855.  22  shelters  were  in 

use  on  January  1st,  1920,  eight  were  returned  and  seven  sent 
to  fresh  places  during  the  }7ear. 

Of  the  40  deaths  from  Pulmonary  and  19  from  the  various 
other  forms  of  tuberculosis  recorded  on  the  Table,  5  and  1  re¬ 
spectively  occurred  away  from  Oxford  ;  10  deaths  from  the 
former  and  12  from  the  latter  form  occurred  in  Public  Insti¬ 
tutions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  203  cases  of  phthisis 
and  121  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  on  the  register 
of  notified  cases. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Work  of  Clinic  at  Radcliffe  Infirmary. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  books  was  140  on  January  1st 
and  132  on  December  31st,  1920  ;  161  cases  applied  for  treat¬ 
ment  for  the  first  time  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  attendances  was  nearly  double  that  in  1919 
showing  that  patients  are  beginning  to  realize  the  importance 
of  treatment. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  work  generally  has  been  conducted  on  the  same  lines 
as  in  1919. 
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30  midwives,  25  of  whom  were  trained,  gave  notice  of 
practising  during  the  year.  16  were  independent  and  14 
were  employed  by  the  District  Nursing  Association.  Many 
of  the  latter  were  only  in  Oxford  for  a  short  time.  35  routine 
and  23  special  visits  were  paid  by  Miss  Jackson,  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Midwives.

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from  various  complications  of  pregnancy.  1 1  cases  of  Ophth¬ 
almia  Neonatorum  were  notified  and  all  did  well.  27  children 
in  all  were  sent  to  the  Eye  Hospital.  The  City  has  entered 
into  a  special  arrangement  with  the  Eye  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  these  cases,  a  payment  of  1/-  per  attendance  at 
the  O.P.  department  and  6/-  per  diem  for  cases  in  hospital, 
being  made. 

The  following  of  the  ages  and  causes  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  1  year  of  age  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.

60  deaths  and  1,083  registered  births  gives  an  infant  mor¬ 
tality  rate  of  55*4  which  compares  very  favourably  with  that 
of  85  for  the  other  96  towns  of  over  50,000  inhabitants.

Out  of  a  total  of  176  houses,  170  are  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction  or  already  completed. 

46  are  of  Type  I,  54  of  Type  II,  and  72  of  Type  III.  All 
contain  a  living  room,  scullery  and  bath  room.  There  are 
3  bedrooms  in  Types  I  and  II,  and  4  in  Type  III,  while 
houses  of  Types  II  and  III  also  have  a  parlour. 

The  slum  areas  are  still,  I  regret  to  say,  a  problem  for  the 
future. 

Conclusion. 

Much  has  been  done,  but  infinitely  more  remains  to  be 
done,  and  the  only  obstacle  in  the  way  is  the  cost.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


To  His  Worshipful  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the 

Oxford  City  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December,  1920. 

In  giving  an  account  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Public 
Health  Department,  during  the  past  year,  it  will  be  observed 
from  the  summarised  statements  that  the  officials  were 
diligently  employed  dealing  with  insanitary  matters,  in  the 
maintenance  of  a  wholesome  food  supply,  and  in  work  neces¬ 
sary  to  ensure  the  same  being  free  from  adulteration. 

In  my  opinion  the  results  obtained  will  compare  favourably 
with  those  of  previous  years. 


Complaints. 

During  the  year  192  complaints  of  nuisances  existing  in 
different  parts  of  the  City  were  received  at  the  office  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector;  they  were  promptly  investigated  and 
the  action  taken  is  embodied  in  the  summary  of  work  done.

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

At  present  there  are  four  Registered  Common  Lodging

Houses  within  the  City,  containing  24  bedrooms,  and  capable 
of  accommodating  68  lodgers  nightly. 

I  here  are  also  six  Houses-let-in  Lodgings,  containing  37 
rooms  with  accommodation  for  79  persons.  These  places  are 
regularly  inspected  and  the  Bye  laws  and  Regulations  re¬ 
specting  overcrowding,  ventilation,  and  cleanliness  enforced. 
During  the  past  year  no  complaint  has  been  made  of  any 
misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  registered  keepers. 


Canal  Boats  Acts. 


All  Canal  Boats  plying  upon  the  Canal  within  the  City 
Boundary  are  under  regular  inspection  and  during  the  past 
year  70  boats  were  examined.  Several  breaches  of  the  Canal 
Boats  Acts  and  Regulations  were  found  by  the  Inspector, 
but  were  only  of  a  minor  order.  In  each  case  a  notice  was 
served  upon  the  person  responsible  to  carryout  such  work  as 
was  necessary  to  enable  the  said  boats  to  conform  to  the 
Acts  and  Regulations,  and^were  duly  complied  with. 

Accompanying  the  boats  were  57  men,  44  women,  and  53 
children.

During  the  year  Mr.  O.  J.  Llewellyn,  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Canal  Boats  visited  Oxford,  and  after  examining  the  books, 
expressed  himself  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the 
Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations  were  administered  in  this 
District. 

Movable  Dwellings. 

The  whole  of  the  vans  attending  St.  Giles’  Fair  were 
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inspected  previous  to  their  entry  into  the  City ;  with  one 
exception  they  were  found  to  be  clean,  orderly,  and  the 
occupants  free  from  disease. 

One  van  was  found  to  be  in  a  filthy  state,  and  the  owner 
was  refused  permission  to  enter  the  fair. 

Drain  Testing. 

During  the  year  the  drainage  systems  of  1 6  dwelling- 
houses  were  tested.  In  seven  cases  the  result  of  such  test 
was  negative,  and  in  nine  cases,  where  the  test  was  positive 
the  drains  were  repaired  or  re-constructed. 

Disinfection. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  disinfection  of 
premises  where  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  occurred, 
and  during  the  year  404  rooms  have  been  disinfected  with 
Formic  Aldehyde  or  Formalin,  and  the  following  articles  have 
been  disinfected  by  steam  at  the  disinfecting  station,  Cold

Offensive  Trades. 

The  premises  where  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  have 
been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  been  found  upon  all 
occasions  satisfactory,  the  licenses  in  each  case  being  renewed. 

Slaughter-Houses. 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  within  the  City  is  25,  and 
one  knackers  yard,  20  of  these  are  registered  under  the  old 
regulations,  and  six  (including  the  knackers  yard)  are  subject 
to  annual  license. 
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Bakehouses. 

I  here  arc  at  present  36  bakehouses  within  the  City  Boun¬ 
dary.  They  are  under  regular  inspection  and  special  atten¬ 
tion  is  paid  to  the  cleanliness,  ventilation,  air  space  and 
sanitary  accommodation  as  required  by  the  Public  Health 
Act  and  Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

During  the  year  ten  complaints  were  received  from  H.M. 
Inspector  of  Factories,  complaining  of  breaches  of  the  Fac¬ 
tories  and  Workshops  Act.  These  were  investigated  without 
delay  and  causes  for  complaint  removed. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops  Orders. 

There  are  at  present  five  farmers  carrying  on  the  business 
of  cow  keeper  within  the  City  whose  cowsheds  and  dail  ies 
are  regularly  inspected,  and  during  the  year  no  cause  for 
complaint  was  found. 

I  here  are  also  55  registered  purveyors  of  milk,  being  an 
increase  of  two  compared  with  last  year. 

I  must  again  state  that  the  cow  keepers  and  purveyors 
show  an  anxiety  to  provide  a  clean  milk  supply,  and  are 
always  ready  to  carry  out  any  suggestion  for  an  improvement 
of  existing  conditions. 

Public  Conveniences. 

During  the  year  all  the  public  conveniences  have  been  put 
into  a  thorough  state  of  repair.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

During  the  year  69  samples  of  New  Milk  were  obtained 
from  vendors  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who 
certified  62  samples  to  be  genuine  milk,  five  samples  were 
found  to  be  deficient  in  fat,  one  sample  contained  an  excessive 
amount  of  preservative  and  one  sample  contained  added  water 
to  the  extent  of  7  per  cent. 

A  warning  in  writing  was  given  in  connection  with  the 
samples  deficient  in  fat;  respecting  the  samples  containing 
added  water  and  preservative,  the  vendors  were  summoned 
and  fined  £ 2  10s.  6d.  in  both  cases.

Rat  Destruction. 

The  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act  came  into  operation 
on  r January  ist,  1920,  making  the  tenants  of  rat-infested 
premises  responsible  for  the  destruction  of  rats,  and  a  great 
number  of  people  have  taken  advantage  of  the  free  distribu¬ 
tion  of  rat  poisin,  with  the  result  that  there  is  undoubtedly 
a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  these  pests. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Inspector  (Rats 
Branch)  has  visited  this  Ci ty^  upon  several  occasions  during 
the  }rear,  each  time  of  which  he  expressed  his  satisfaction 
with  what  is  being  done  in  this  City  respecting  rat  destruc¬ 
tion. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the 
kindly  assistance  extended  to  me  by  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.
